Ab a result 
of her leap she fractured two ribs, in- 
jured her left lung and sustained a 
slighfconcusBion of the brain. She're- 
vided sufficiently Monday morning to 
make a brief statement. Only the fact 
that Bhe alighted on a sand bank on the 
edge of the creek saved Her life. - 

MisB Von Blaricon attended a. theater 
Saturday' evening with Fred: Gordon, 
Cincinnati Hospital Corps, Great Lakes 
and when he left her at the hotel he 
gave her his address. Sunday she visit- 
ed him at the station and on leaving, 

said: : 

"I am going away tomorrow. 
"Are you leaving Waukegan?" he 

asked. 

She hesitated. . 

"YeB— I am leaving Waukegan, 
she-said finally. n 

"I hope you will'write to me.' 
"I will if I am alive." 
He saw she made this remark earn- 
estly, so he tried to joke her out of the 
suicidal mood, but when she left she 
still was despondent. 

Returning to Waukegan, the girl, 
who is only 23, went to the Cameron 
hotel, where she roomed, and on being 
aBked, said she would not want her 
room last Jiight. She asked for station- 
ery. Obtaining it she wrote seven or 
eight notes, never showing her full 
face for a moment; ran down the stairs 
probably posted the notes and walked 
along the east side of the bridge. 

At the highest point above the ravine 
she pausedi then climbed upon the rail. 
Some jackies, soldiers and girls were 
passing. Miss Van Blaricon sat on the 
store railing until they were gone. 
Then she slipped\over the bridge and 
into the depths. A soldier and Jackie 
witnessed the deed from some distance. 
They gave the alarm. A huge crowd 
quicklv collected, 

Fred Thompson and William Coon 
had picked their way down to the body 
found a note pinned on the mud splat- 
tered white waist. It read: 

Send my body to my father, Charles 
VanBalicon of Marion, Ind." It was 
signed* "Edith Van Blaicon." 
Another' note read substantially as 

follows: -l . 

••I killed myself because it was not 
worth living! I am penniless and job 
less Nobody loved me and I was lone- 
some You treated me all right (this 
refers to Gorden) but there is another 
man I hated. He was a married man 
nnd his name is II. E. Airhart and he 
lives at the Arlington hotel in Wauke r 
gan. I am saying goodbye. From your 
little girl, Edith," Airheart failed to 
moke a statement he promised. 

Fred Gordon, the Jackie she named, 
appeared at the police station and told 
his story. He explained he had met her 
in a restaurant where she was working 
und that their f.iendship was wholly in 
nocent. He met. her only a week ago 
and thoy had gone to the theater sev- 
eral times.

British Line Still Holds. 
While the much advertised doelslvo 
German offensive, under the direct 
command of the kaiser; begun on last 
Thursday and continued without letup 
Kluce that date', has pushed the Kng- 
Hsh Tommies hack for a considerable 
distance In some sections, the Huns 
nave in no case been able to break 
through the line except momentarily 
3\t two points. In both of these cases 
the German cavalry were sent through 
to Hank the British lines, hut in both 
cases the cavalry attacks were broken 
and rolled back with extremely heavy 
losses. 

Foe Suffers Enormous Losses. 
These breaks wen? through the sec- 
ond line of Ilrltlsli defenses, and the 
troops are lighting on their third lines 
now, with other carefully prepared po- 
sitions still hack of them. All tiny 
Sunday wave after wave of German 
"shock" troops, selected to batter their 
■way through the allies* defensive; were 
hurled back with terrllle losses. Utile 
and machine gun lire tore holes in the 
advancing lleld-gray hordes. The two 
breaks in the British line occurred dur- 
ing Sunday, each of them being about 
live miles long, and as the Germans 
poured through them they were taken 
on both flanks by an enfilading fire 
that caused terrific slaughter. 
. All through .Saturday and Sunday 
anights powerful searchlights behind 
both lines Illuminated the Held on 
which the hosts of democracy were 
repelling the hordes of the Huns. 

The losses on both sides have been 
enormous, a careful estimate placing 
i 'the British casualties at 300.001) of 
killed mul wounded and 250,000 (Jer- 
inans.lost In the same manner. 
Germans' Scheme Revealed. 
The German scheme of offensive has 
been revealed In copies taken from 
prisoners, according to a dispatch from 
British headquarters. They show the 
^enemy's objectives were as follows: 
"First Day—Average penetration 
png the whole front nf at tack, live 
tea. 
Second Day— .Seven miles, 
'hlrd Day (beyond which the 
lite does not appear to be carried) 
rwelve miles." 

'hey have not achieved anything 
such results. At tjie end of the 
Mirth day the British lines had been 
finished backwnrd In some sections to 
some nine miles, but the retirement 
iiiifl In every case been along a previ- 
ously arranged plan, and for the pur- 
pose of saving the British troops after 
they had Inflicted fhe greatest possible 
loss on the Germans; The casualty 
figures tell the story of allied strategy. 
The fact that the Germans have 
penetrated the British defensive sys- 
tem west of St. Quentln, taken In con- 
nection with the extension of the bat- 
tle southward against the French line 
and the British right, seems to Indi- 
cate that the German general staff Is 
aiming to divide the British and French 
armies, while the northern attacks be- 
tween the Sensce valley and Cnmbral 
undoubtedly are Intended to divide the 
British forces.

Ib wasteful and ridiculous excess. 

O snld Shakespeare, of the 
floral emblem of purity, of 
loveliness and especially of 
the renewing of life. Its 
fairness and fragrance 
sung by the poet, Its per- 
fection of grace painted by 
the artist, the Illy Is the 
queen of spring blossoms 
chosen to symbolize the resurrection 
as It is celebrated at Easter. 

Some years ago the United Stntes 
department, of agriculture took note 
of this annual exodus of American 
funds, growing larger year by year, 
and since, then It.lins been taking ef- 
fectual measures to keep those mil- 
lions at home. In the case of the Eas- 
ter Illy, the narcissus, the hyacinth 
and the tulip, with other spring blos- 
soms used at Easter In immense 
quantities, the government's experi- 
ments havo proved that all can be 
grown ln v thls country, not only ns 
well as abroad, but better, and the de- 
partment scientists nro\ now working 
out the problems of how and In ex- 
actly what sections of the country 
Easter lilies and other bulbous plants 
nnd delicate flowering shrubs may be 
grown to best advantage. 

Of late years the Bermuda Illy bulbs 
have given the United States florists 
trouble by reason of disease, which 
has cuu.s,6d great uncertainty ns to re- 
n, .\Ji- jjfnd general deterioration In the 
stocVc, n condition attributable, It Is be- 
lieved, to continuous planting in the 
same spot. On account of this dilllcnl- 
ty with' the Illy from Bermuda this 
country's trade has been transferred 
in large part to Japan, some of whose 
Islands now supply the larger tyhrt of 
the American trade in Easter lilies. 

( Eastcr lilies arc shipped Into the 
larger cities of the East/such as New 
York, Boston and Philadelphia, during 
the months of July and August. Each 
of these cities receive hundreds of 
thousands of bulbs annually and dis- 
tribute them to the trade, tho larger 
florists taking from ten thousand to 
fifteen thousand bulbs a season. The 
price of the bulbs Is In the neighbor- 
hood of a hundred dollnrs a thousand. 
The florist loses no time In planting 
his precious freight In a temperature 
where only the root will start. 

To obtain perfectly healthy American 
stock from which to make Us experi- 
ments in. bulb culture In this country 
the department of agriculture some 
years ago planted the seed or the 
llllum longlflorum, which Is the botani- 
cal name, of our familiar Easter Illy. 
From this planting there resulted sev- 
eral pounds of seed, with which ex- 
periments were made In sections of 
Florida, Mississippi,, the state of Wash- 
ington, Texas and California. ,The re- 
sult has been the production of strong- 
er, healthier and handsomer Easter 
lilies than can be grown from Import- 
ed bulbs. Federal experimentation 
proves that, climatic and soil condi- 
tions in southern California are such 
as to favor the production of the fin- 
est Easter lilies in tho world. 

The department of agriculture Is al- 
so expending Its efforts upon other 
plants, whoRo bulbs and roots nre. Im- 
ported* each year, at a cost of nearly 
three million* dollnrs to supply the 
Easter trade. These Include hyacinths, 
tulips and narcissi, with the decorative

lathers Know That 
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azaleas, rhododendrons, lilacs and oth- 
er blossoms, which are brought to the 
zenith of their glory *at Eastertide. 

After a series of tests made by the 
department of agriculture in various 
states it has been found that tulips, 
narcissi and hyacinths can best be 
produced In this country in certnln 
parts of the Pacific coast, these being 
northwest Washington and northwest 
California, and that there are areas In 
those stntes extensive enough to sup- 
ply nil the bulbs this country needs, 
with soil and climatic, conditions even 
more favorable for the culture of 
"Dutch bulbs" than the Haarlem bulb 
district of Holland. 

Said one of the scientists of the de- 
partment of agriculture In n recent 
talk on the subject of bulb culture In 
America for the home trade: "One of 
the main deterrent factors with those 
who contemplate entering the business 
In this country, where It seems prob- 
able they can produce a better article 
than the Imported, Is that of the ex- 
teaslve hand labor as yet necessitated 
In bulb culture. • The biggest Job In 
this connection Is digging. As' 'the 
business expands, however. It is more 
than likely that the American farm 
Implement manufacturer will provide 
machinery to overcome this need, as 
he has In the pnst overcome every oth- 
er obstacle In farm operation. Of late 
It is reported that machinery Is com- 
ing Into use even In Holland to n lim- 
ited extent In bulb culture on account 
of the scarcity of labor due to war 
conditions." 

Whether due to the war, or to a 
knowledge of the tendency on the part 
of the United States to keep Its bulb 
trade at home. In .number of Holland 
nnd Belgium bulb nnd decorative plant 
growers have emigrated to the Pacific 
coast and have entered the business 
with a view to assisting In the Ameri- 
can supply of Easter flowers. One 
grower of azaleas and araucarlas who 
came from. Ghent In Belgium Is eh?: 
denvorlng to establish this business In 
California. He made the statement 
to the effect that he found con-, 
dltions here superior to those In 
Belgium. One grent advantage, he 
finds, Is that plants bud here fully 
several weeks before they finish bud- 
ding In Ghent, ennbllng them to be 
forced for the early American market. 
. He states that America Imports an- 
nually between two nnd three millions, 
of decorative plants, including rhodo- 
dendrons, nznleos, hollies, boxwoods' 

gain currency or which Is more credi- 
ble than that which it seeks to sup- 
plant. Tho belief In the resurrection 
which so suddenly nnd effectively pos- 
sessed the first disciples remnlns unex- 
plained by nny other supposition than 
the simple one that the.

Lily Dedicated to the Virgin. • 

Tho white Illy has in the symbolism 

of the Church been dedicated to the 

Virgin because of Its purity.. The- lily 

was used by- the Angel of the Annuncl- 
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and araucarlas, all of which can .be 
produced hero In commercial quanti- 
ties at a cost which will defy competi- 
tion, provided the transcontinental 
railways will encourage the develop- 
ment of right rates, which will enable 
dealers to use the home-grown prod- 
ucts. 

There Is one widely used Easter 
flower, formerly Imported from' 1 Hol- 
land, which has been thoroughly estab- 
lished In this country, having been 
brought to bloom In" sufficient quantity 
to supply the entire demand. This Is 
the freesln, prized by florists nnd peo- 
ple alike as a beautiful and fragrant 
Easter blossom. A talk with one' of 
the horticultural experts of the depart- 
ment of agriculture resulted In some 
Interesting facts concerning the fcesla. 

"The plant Is a native of South 
Africa," he said, "but had been com- 
• merclally grown In Holland up to 
about fifteen years ago, when It was. 
found that It could be produced here 
more satisfactorily than It could be 
Imported. We have produced strains 
larger and finer and very much better 
fitted for our use than the original 
flower. It has been developed In Flor- 
ida, to some extent In Georgln, but to 
the greatest extent In California, 
where It Is cultivated In great, sweet- 
scented fields In Santa Ann, Santa 
Barbara. Pasadena nnd Snn Gabriel. 
These towns nre the center of our 
home-grown freesln, now thoroughly 
Americanized and supplying our entire 
trade. 

"The nrlglnnl colors of the freesla 
were white, known ns 'Purity,' nnd a 
rather lurid yellow, but about fifteen 
years ago a few plants of n pnle pink- 
tinted species, known ns 'Freesla nrrri- 
strongll/ were found In Natal, South 
Africa. It was a Ismail, lilac pink- 
flower, but sccutless. This species 
seems to be extremely rore In nature 
and It was eagerly seized upou by 
propagators In different parts of the 
world. 

"Italy, France, Holland, England and 
this country all procured specimens, 
nnd by hybridizing and Intercrossing 
the seedlings a great range of beauti- 
ful colors have been produced. They 
run from crenm to.golden yellow on 
one hand, and to pale pink. and light 
crimson on the other, and even n blue 
has been developed., These varieties 
are still scarce, but they are known 
to the* trade, which has termed them 
•rainbow •frceslasA'- Thoy..Qxhalp'a deli- 
cate aprfcot-llke "fragrance. •♦ - w 

ntlon., There Is a legend that when the 
Blessed Virgin was walking In the gu„. 
den of Zncharlas, whither she used to 
go to meditate on the message of thf 
nngel, she touched a flower that hither- 
to hod no fragrance. Thereafter, It, 
gave forth a sweet perfume. It was 
these "Madonna lilies" thnt burst Intt 
bloom nt Easter dawn. After her ns- 
sumption her. tomb, according to.ploui 
legend, was filled with lilies and rosei 
to allay the doubts of St. Thomas. •

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Farmers are Helped by Gov. Lowden ; 

Thanks to Governor Lowden, drafted men from the 
farms, who are needed to 'make this year's crop, will not 
be called into army service until the last possible mo- 
ment. 

Governor Lowden took up this matter with the War 
Department some time ago. Hisefforts resulted in an 
order from General .Crowder which has been sent to all 
local exemption boards. In part, the order reads: 
The situation arising from the scarcity of 
farm labor demands that the call to the colors 
of men actively, completely and assiduously en- 
gaged in the planting or cultivation of a crop, 
but who are in class one* and within "the new 
quota, should be deferred until the end of the 
quota. Please instruct your local boards, there- 
fore that the President directs that, in filling 
this emergency call, they shall pass the order 
numbers of such men and defer their call for 
the present. It must be borne in mind that 
this step is taken solely in the need of the 
Nation and not for the benefit of any individ- 
ual. 

All citizens should assist in making this ex- 
pedient [effective and bringing to the attention 
of the board cases meriting deferment as well 
as cases in which deferment is being abused. 
This deferment does not apply to men in the dairy 
business or in any other branch of agriculture not con- 
nected with the planting and cultivation of a crop or 
work necessarily incident thereto. 

Enlarge Your Coal Bins Now 

The United States Fuel Administration is of the 
opinion that the greatest aid that can be rendered the 
fuel situation by the domestic coal consumer is to pro- 
vide necessary storage space for all normal coal require- 
ments. Most houses are equipped with coal bins erect- 
ed as an afterthought, their capacity bearing little or no 
relation to the amount of coal consumed in furnace or 
range. A house requiring thirty tons of coal in the win- 
fer will have bin capacity for ten tons or even less. Each 
householder should buy as early as possible the largest 
quantity, under his requirements, that can be paid for 
and stored. 

Rearrangements of cellars, the erection of outside 
'bins, if necessary, the expansion of bin.space by every 
possible device, should engage the attention of all con- 
sumers who want to aid the government in every way to 
do away with any possibility of local coal shortage next 
"winter. 

If the man who burns thirty tons and buys in ten 
/ton lots can achieve a bin capacity of twenty tons, and 
.-get the coal stored this summer, he will contribute in an 
important way to the solution of coal difficulties. 

.The old slogan of "Save a Shovelfull of Coal" may 
|iyell be supplemented, in the face of the new and clear- 
ly defined regulations, with a new slogan reading: 
I "Build a Bin."

I'ADOO SEEKS HELP 
FORPUBLIC UTILITIES 



Will Ask States and Municipali- 
ties to Permit Rate Increases 
to Meet War Conditions. 



PRESIDENT APPROVES IT 



Declares It It Essential That All 
Utilities Be Maintained at . 
Maximum Efficiency. 



Special to The New 'York Times. 

WASHINGTON. Feb. 21.— Following 
tho receipt of communications from 
several -of the biff public utility cor- 
porations asking that State and local 
authorities be urged to consider quick- 
ly arguments- for readjustment of rates 
which would tend toward maximum of 
efficiency, Wllllnm Q. McAdoo.as Sec- 
rotary of the Treasury, brought the 
matter to the attention of Prosldont 
Wilson. 

He recelveo. today a reply from the 
President expressing the conviction 
that the public utilities formed a vital 
part of tho war machinery and author- 
izing him to take up with the proper 
officials, when circumstances might 
make such action advisable, the prob- 
lems Involved. 

Th-i representatives of the public 
utilities had brought before Mr. Mc- 
Adoo what they believed to be the 
necessity for a general' increase In 
rates If service was to be extended to 
meet the increased demands of war- 
time activities. It Is possible that 
some consideration may be given -by 
the Federal Government to the ques- 
tion of extending credit necessary for 
expansion, especially if the War Fi- 
nance Corporation bill is adopted. 

The utilities in which the Federal 
Railroad Administration will Interest 
Itself are street, railway, light, heat, 
and power' companies. Where It ap- 
pears necessary Increases In fares or 
rates may be suggested. 

3fcAdoo'a Appeal. 

Copies of the correspondence between 
the President and Mr. McAdoo were 
made public today. The Secretary's 
lettor to the President follows: 

Feb. IS. 1918. 

Dear Mr. President — I beg to hand 
you herewith several memoranda and 
letters relating to street railway and 
other local public utilities furnish- 
ing llffht, heat, und power, which I 
have been acked to bring to your 
attention by a committee repreaent- 
ing'publlc utility interests. 

These paper* indicate tho exist- 
ence of genuine apprehension re- 
garding the adequacy, under present 
conditions, of the services and rates 
of local public utilities. Tho view 
Is expressed that Increased wages 
and tho high cost of essential mate- 
rials and supplies have affected them 
as they havo affected everybody else, 
find that united 'effort will bo neces- 
sary in order to moot alike the pub- 
lic requirements for service and the 
corporate financial needs upon which 
that service depends. 

As Secretary of tho Treasury, I 
must take otllclal notice of these 
matters. It Is obvious that every part 
of our Industrial and economic life . 
should bo maintained at its maximum 
strength In order that each may con- 
tribute in the fullest measure to the 
vigorous prosecution of the war. Our 
local nubile utilities must not be' per- 
mitted to become weakenod. Trans- 
portation of workers to and from our 
vital industries and the health and 
comfort of our citizens In their homes 
arc dependent upon them, and the 
necessnry power to drive many of our 
war industries and' many other-In- 
dustries essential to the war Is pro- 
duced by them It may be that here 
and there, because of , the prominence 
Riven to less. Important Interests Im- 
mediately at hand. State and local 
authorities do not always appreciate 
the close connection between the 
soundness and efficiency of the local 
utilities- and the national strength 
and vigor, and do not resort with suf- 
ficient promptness to the call for rem- 
edial measures. In such cases, 1 am 
confident that all such State and lo- 
cal authorities will respond prompt- 
ly to the national ncc<'" when tbe 
matter Is fairly and properly brought 
before them. 

Our public service utilities aro 
closely connected with and are an 
essential part of our preparations for 
and successful prosecution of the 
war. and the unfavorable tendencies 
which the accompanying- papers re- 
veal may most effectively be checked, 
wherever they may be found to ex- 
ist, and, the needed relief obtained, 
only by prompt action on the part of 
the respective local authorities. 

I earnestly hope that you. may feel 
justified In expressing the conviction 
that the vital part which the public 
, utilities companies represent In the 
life and wnr-mnking energy of the 
nation .outfit -to receive fair anil Jut't 
r««''iffnltlon by State and local au- 
llu»- tl**n. Cordlrlly yours.

I'ADOO SEEKS HELP 
FORPDBLICUTILITIES 




Farmers are Helped by Gov. Lowden 

Thanks to Governor Lowden, drafted men from the 
farms, who are needed to make this year's crop, will not 
be called into army service until the last possible mo- 
ment. 

Governor Lowden took up this matter with the War 
Department some time ago. His'efforts resulted in an 
order from General .Crowder which has been sent to all 
local exemption boards. In part, the order reads: 
The situation arising from the scarcity of 
farm labor demands that the call to the colors 
of men actively, completely and assiduously en- 
gaged in the planting or cultivation of a crop, 
but who are in class one' and within -the new 
quota, should be deferred until the end of the 
quota. Please instruct your local boards, there- 
fore that the President directs that, in filling 
this emergency call, they shall pass the order 
numbers of such men and defer their call for 
the present. It must be borne in mind that 
this step is taken solely in the need of the 
Nation and not for the benefit of any individ- 
ual. 

All citizens should assist in making this ex- 
pedient [effective and bringing to the attention 
of the board cases meriting deferment as well 
as cases in which deferment is being abused. 
This deferment does not apply to men in the dairy 
business or in any other branch of agriculture not con- 
nected with the planting and cultiyation of a crop or 
work necessarily incident thereto. 

Enlarge Your Coal Bins Now 

The United States Fuel Administration is of the 
opinion that the greatest aid that can be rendered the 
fuel situation by the domestic coal consumer is to pro- 
vide necessary storage space for all normal coal require- 
ments. Most houses are equipped with coal bins erect- 
ed as an afterthought, their capacity bearing little or no 
relation to the amount of coal consumed in furnace or 
range. A house requiring thirty tons of coal in the win- 
fer will have bin capacity for ten tons or even less. Each 
householder should buy as early as possible the largest 
quantity, under his requirements, that can be paid for 
and stored. 

Rearrangements of cellars, the erection of outside 
bins, if necessary, the expansion of bin.space by every 
possible device, should engage the attention of all con- 
sumers who want to aid the government in every way to 
.do away with any possibility of local coal shortage next 
"winter. 

If the man who burns thirty tons and buys in ten 
ton lots can achieve a bin capacity of twenty tons, arid 
get the coal stored this summer, he will contribute in an 
important way to the solution of coal difficulties.

Will Ask States and Municipali- 
ties to Permit Rate Increases 
to Meet War Conditions. 



PRESIDENT APPROVES IT 



Declares It Is Essential That All 

Utilities Be Maintained at 

Maximum Efficloncy. 
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Special to The Neio York Times. 

WASHINGTON. Feb. 21.— Following 
the receipt of communications from 
several of the big: public utility cor- 
porations asking that State and local 
authorities be urged to consider quick- 
ly arguments for readjustment of rates 
which would tend toward maximum of 
efficiency, William O. McAdoo,. as Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, brought the 
matter to the attention of ProBldent 
Wilson. 

He recelvec* today a reply from the 
President, expressing the conviction 
that the public utilities formed a vital 
part, of the war machinery and author* 
tzlngr him to take up with the proper 
ofUclals, when circumstances might 
make such action advisable, the prob- 
lems Involved. 

Th-j representatives of . the public 
utilities had brought before Mr. Mc- 
Adoo what they believed to be the 
necessity for a general Increase In 
rates If service was to bo extended to 
meet the Increased demands of war- 
time activities, it ' is possible that 
some consideration may be given *by. 
the Federal Government to the ques- 
tion of extending credit necessary for 
expansion, especially If the War Fi- 
nance Corporation bill is adopted. 

The utilities In which the Federal 
Railroad Administration will Interest 
Itself are street, railway, light, heat, 
and power companies. Where It ap- 
pears necessary Increases In fares or 
rates may be suggested. 

McAdoo'- Appeal. 

Copies of the correspondence between 
the President and Mr. McAdoo were 
made public today. Tho Secretary's 
letter to the President follows: 

Feb. 15. 1918. 

Dear Mr. President— I beg to hand 
you herewith several memoranda and 
letters relating to Btroet railway and 
other local public utilities furnish- 
ing light, heat, and power, which I 
have been asked to bring to your 
attention by a committee represent- 
ing/public utility interests. 

These papers Indicate tho exist- 
ence of Konulno apprehension re- 
gard ng the adequacy, undor present 
conditions, of the services and rates 
of local public utilities. Tho view 
is expressed that Increased wages 
and tho high cost of easentlnl mate- 
rials and supplies have 'affected them 
as they have affected everybody else, 
and that united effort will be neces- 
sary In order to moot allko the pub- 
lic requirements for service and the 
corporate financial needs upon which 
that service depends. 

As Secrotar.v of tho Treasury, I 
must take official notice of these 
matters. It is obvious that every part 
of our industrial and' economic life 
should be mahitnlned at Its maximum 
strength In order that each may con- 
tribute In the fullest measure to the 
vigorous prosecution of the war. Our 
local public utilities must not be per- 
mitted to become weakenod. Trans- 
portation of workers to and from our 
vital Industries and the health and 
comfort of our citizens In their homes 
are dependent upon them, and the 
necessary power to drive many of our 
war industries and' many other- In- 
dustries essential to the war Is pro- 
duced by them It may be that here 
and there, because of the prominence 
given to less. Important Interests Im- 
mediately at hand, State and local 
authorities do not always appreciate 
tho close connection between the 
soundness and efficiency of the local 
utilities and (he national strength 
and vigor, and do not resort with suf- 
ficient promptness to the call for rem- 
edial measures. In such cases, I am 
confident that all such State and lo- 
cal authorities will respond prompt- 
ly to the national neei'" when" the 
matter Is fairly and properly brought 
before them. 

Our public service utilities aro 
closely connected with and are an 
essential part of our preparations for 
and successful prosocutlon of the 
war. and tho unfavorable tendencies 
which the accompanying- papers re- 
veal may most effectively t>o checked, 
wherever they may be found to ex- 
ist, and, the needed relief obtained, 
only by prompt action on the part or 
the respective local authorities. 

I earnestly hope that you may feel 
justified in expressing the conviction 
that the vital part which the public 
• utilities companies reprosent In the 
life and war-making energy of the 
nation .outfit to receive fall' and just 
re 'Mjrnltlon by State and local au- 
tlu>- tier. CordlMly yours,

In "Facing 'tho Hlndenburg Lino," 
by Burrls A. Jenkins, may-be found a 
number of Incidents in ( wiiicJ.i nnva 
men prove their coolness and herols 
Nobody knows all the stories of-.c 
ricss and heroism aniong the na 
men, says the author.

It was told by 
medical officer who was . aboard the 
Frnnconln when she was sunk acting 
as. d transport. 

"We had five or six naval officers 
aboard. . They were sitting In the 
smoking room- — remember the smoking 
lounge In the old Franconla? It was 
very long, as long as this dining room 
and twice as broad. They had just 
ordered whisky sodas. Suddenly there 
was an explosion and the steel floor 
of the smoking* room just buckled up 
and burst' apart In the" middle of the 
ship. One of those oflicers called the 
steward and said: 

"'I ask you to witness, steward, that 
we have paid for these whisky sodas 
and have not had time to drink Lucia'.' 

"Then the rascals wcnt> below, got 
on their lifebelts, came back again, 
asked the steward for a big sheet of 
foolscap, wrote out a long, ■we, the 
undersigned,* setting forth that they 
had ordered six- whisky sodas, for 
which they had paid nine shillings, 
with a sixpence tip, and had not been 
allowed to drink thcni.
